In Introducing his subject ho dwelt 
on (ho necc-tslty ' ot l)rushlng aaldc 
the tnodcrn conception ot lller.aliiro 
Including that ot the Victorian and 
famou."! ljueeii .\niic periods and try- 
ing to think ot thft lltcrnturo as it 
wn« In Shakespeare's time, ncforo 
Shnkespearo there is no doubt (hat 
the English Lniiguage was impover- 
ished, his predecessors bcin; Chaucer 
and (•e\cral other early Anglo-Saxon 
writers. 

New NRtlon«l,'tm 

The period in which Sli.ikespearc 
lived had not been "dramatized" as 
had' the Victorian and Augustan eras. 
Wo kiTDW, however, th.xt Shake- 
speare lived In the consummating 
period ot the Tiidors. With Henry 
VII thcra .sprang up a new national- 
ism which had not l>een known before. 
England w-is ruling thq seas and try- 
ing to rule France. France, on the 
other hand, wa« trying to rule Eng- 
land. This put th'o English people In 
,a peculiar condition. Added to this, 
thij nenaissance was beginning to 
exert its influence on the English. 
All those who knew or understood 
I.,atln were Influenced by this rebirth 
in the appreciation of classic authors; 
theoc In ■ turn transferred their -know»' 
lodge to the peasanlr.v. ' 
Early Boyhood 

In this f.isclnatlng period of English 
life, Shakespeare was nurtured. In his

That IBert Illnkler'a lone flight to 
Australia in 1927 is an example of 
spiciidid airmanship and endurance 
was explained, by (Japi.

Series Of Pranks

The hoys were detained by police 
tor moro than an hour. No charges 
wern lodged against the midnight 
rovnia. 

About inidnighl tho group rattled 
oft tho campus exp'nining to passer*-' 
by (hat they Intended to rido uptown 
and back. 'rh<>y were overta.ken by a 
fliideivl employee of the' Animal Hui- 
hnndr.v Department, who initructcd 
llie hoys to drive tho outfit back to 
the campu.s. 

The coachman did an about turn 
and'i'teercd tho craft west. Soon they 
were overtaken ngain th's time by 
the police. Tho officers rode slow'y 
in their car alongside the wagon In- 
lent on seeing the horse and wagnn 
rafely returned to the barn. 

After they had traversed a short 
distance, R. H. Uuttner, professor- of 
animal- husbandry, accosted them. 
This Irate professor demanded thut 
police "lock up the whole bunch.' 
The contusion and the professor oresa- 
ed in evcnlncr clothes were too much 
for the nervous system ot "Old Dob- 
bin." Sho reared and pitched and 
threatened to run wildly up '.he 
street. All tho 'boys protested abso- 
lute ignorance ot h'easts ot burden, 
none of them willing to take the 
reins. Professor "Bull" Ruffner 
himself climbed onto the wagon s«a'- 
took tho reins and hawed the "old 
gray maré" " back to her' stall In the 
co'lego barn.

From the harbour on« is struck bj 
l|;e View of the Acropolis, x mighty 
Iriil rising from the mids^t of the 
ancient Greek capit.-il. This cita'del 
was once covered by mighty tenrples 
and. public buildings, constructed with 
the most magnificent architecture ,in 
the world and now in ruins. T}ie most 
famous of '.hp^e build. n,?.i, Vn'- Parthe- 
non, has besn called the most beautl- 
fully proportioned structure i-n the 
world. This'bullding stood until almost 
modern times. Unfortunately, at 
one time tb4 Turks used it as - a 
powder magazine and an enemy ahet 
ciplodiing its contents it was blown 
to p4ec«s. 

Athens is a strangely mixture' o£ 
the old and the new. It is-now a city 
of over a million people. Several hills 
slmHar to the Acropolis rise. front its 
midst. 

Naar Athens 

.\fter touring Athens, Dr. Woodhead 
made several trips lo neighbourins 
historic sites. The first of these wàa 
to the ancien; isLuid of Aegena. On 
the top of this rocky pi.!e are several 
olil temples in a remarkable stato of 
presîrvatlon. TlK-^e are bes; seen in 
moonlight wlwre the ancient columns 
are silhouetted against the background 
of the sea- 
Corinth, one ot the oldest cibiet 
consists ot two part*. 'I'iie new cit» 
is a thriving modern town, while iir 
the old city, destroyed by the liooianx 
are the remains of a very old ol-vdll- 
lation. Both towns nestle below a

We, 
being in the middle, look at one ■extreme 
and laugh and at the other Avilh admira- 
tion; and being men of indépendant mind 
go on our way lying. 
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The University's Responsibility 

IT is becoming increasingly more diffi- 
cult to fix a point in the student's life 
where the university's responsibility ends. 
It is admitted that the university has un- 
dertaken certain obligations when it admits 
the 3'oung student after matriculation. It 
obligates itself to give facilities for the 
proper development of that student's intel- 
lect. 

However, there is a wider respons- 
ibility -which the institutions of higher 
learning are more and more recognizing: 
that of helping the graduate to find his 
particular niche in life. From the point of 
view of self isli interest it is to the univer- 
sity's advantage that its graduates attain 
àt least a certain degree of success in life. 

There is, however, a more idealistic 
reason why the university is desirous of 
helping the student to meet his particular 
task in life : that of better serving the com- 
.munity in which the university is placed 
and the world at large. 

■It is riot enoufirh that the student is 
.qualified to serve the communitj- in 'his 
, chosen profession when he leaves the uni- 
: versity. The obligations of the university 
do not end when the graduate leaves its 
■doors. It is at least partly responsible in 
co-operating with the student to see that 
"he is well started on the liighway of suc- 
cessful living. 

Agitation has been started to secure 
'it placement bureau foi- those who have 
been successful in obtaining higher de- 
grees. This, we feel, is "a commendable 
project and we hope that those behind the 
scheme will carry on till they overcome in- 
cidential difficulties in setting up such a 
bureau. 

HoTvever, we hope that university of- 
ficials -will not rest content with opening a 
placement bureau for gradua-tes with high- 
er degrees. Such a bureau might be opei*- 
ated with great success for all graduates 
of McGill University,"- in our estimation. 
The Students' Council has already met 
Avith marked success in helping undergrad- 
uates and graduates to find part or full 
time work. It seems to us that the time 
is ^opportune for inaugurating a, larger 
bureau that would not only enable students 
to find the right work but would also 
serve both, the university and the gradu- 
ate by keeping a record of the student in 
his undergraduate days and after he had 
l(çft the university.

He had no f.elf-cone- 
clousncss In writing any of his play*, 
as a rule they were ployed only once 
and If they were not successful, he 
revamped t'.icm by addlnj{.,^more Inter- 
estlnr episodes and cuttiof out other*. 
In all his play* tliero la some moral 
conviction whlcll lie is trying to bring 
out and beneath the surface there 
seema to be a.n undercurrent of 
puritan thought, although H 1» very 
faint. Vor Shakespeare lived In a 
period When the old idea* had not 
bec-n abandoned and people were 
looking forward to what iho future 
had In store.

"Will" &!i;<i'.c£ptare woj by r.o 
means a rcligloun poet, do is moM 
secular. ]tïe frequented tho taverns as 
the others literary cnthusio/Sls of hie 
day did and thoro was nothing to 
single him out abovo hk conlompor- 
arlcs.

Central Y.M.C.A.

At the outset of hts lecture, Dr, 
•Sllverman dwolt on thp InfelVlfTftnce of 
th» human, platlnrr t-hSit It wrs the 
hlgTveHt facility of man, and like the 
hJerhly developed «tructure of the 
TiervouD system, wsa the first to brealt 
down under adverse envlronmentml 
condition», ««ch as dhieaso. The Intel- 
Ilgrenoe quotJcmt of an Individual Is thp 
relfttlOTi between his mental and 
chrotiolo^cal n.ge. The lecturer refer- 
red to tests made amons school child- 
.ren in Canada, Bnglajid, and Wale*. 

eSoWldren 'were grouped under 
i.5Sww*iiioadlnps accordltip to their 
respective IntcUlpenc**;, which wnre 
l^agj^d by numbers. Thesp numbor» 
Sffi^^^W ted the intelligence <iuotlent 
^o'f ea«h child, or the ratio ot the 
mwital age of the child to Cils chro- 
nological age. 

Intelligence Rating* 
Thcsie groups - are as follows ; — 
Genius, very superior, superior, norm- 
al, dull or backward, borderline defic- 
iency, and feoble-mlnded. This last 
group was sub-divided Iwto three 
further groups of moron, imbecile, .and 
Idiot. To the child cla.sscd as a 
genius^ 140 or more is pssigned as his 
intolHgence quotient, to the superior 
group, from 110 to 140 points, to the 
normal, from 30 to 110 points, and to 
the backward group, from 70 to 90 
points. NumbCTE ranging downward 
from 70 to below 20 arc assigned to 
those •who fall within the foeble- 
-mbidod class, which comprise morons, 
•Imbeciles and idiots. 

In the Prcvincc of Quebec, 1h% of 
school children may lie classed as nor- 
mal, about 12^ ns superior, and about 
11% aa below normal. 1.79% arc in the 
feeble-minded class. 

In England and "Wales, S people out 
Dt every thousand are in the feeble- 
minded class, and out o[ every hund- 
red thousand people, five are idiots, 
which la the very lowest tj-pe of 
mentalHy. 

Equally Dictributed 

Mental defiolency ia to be found 
niually distributed among either sex. 
It Is oBtlmaAed that about E0% of 
mentally deficient cases in England 
UDd Wales are Inherited, and about 
50 Jo acquired before, during, or after 
'>!rth. 

InhcrKed cases of mental deficiency 
tre due to a defect of the germ plasm, 
vhich may receive injury during the 
.•ite of the mother, althougli the-mother 
or lather ,do not have to be mentally 
\etl<denit to produce ouch a child. Ac- 
quired cases may be due to an ab- 
lormal condition of the mother be- 
fore the birth of the child, injury 
luring birth, or diseases and lack of 
tare after birth. 

Dr. Silverman then discussed 
methods of treatment and prevention,

;{ioI«noy.

College Comment 



Student Workers In Union 
Qet $9,500 In Vive Months 



Sixty-Two Are Employed In Var- 
ious Departmentt

Tho averago college studenl, ik>8- 
soased ot a certain amount ot In- 
i11vl(l\u\llsllc tflndenclps, oflen récents 
being brsndei' convonllonni, Tho 
average member of tlio older goner- 
ntlon, porcessed of those consorvatlvn 
tendencies which years bring, con- 
demns the college student for his laok 
ot conventionaltsm. Vet, consideration 
of the iubjcct.of n.irrow sluilont In- 
terests will reveal a strnnge pBrndox. 
The average student, who makes no 
effort to acquaint himself with tho 
world ot art, music, drama, and 
llte'rature, Is being convcntlon.tl at 
the same time thsl he resents the 
brand ot conventlonnllsin. The older 
generation membe/, who deplores this 
lack of cultural Interest on the p.irt 
of the student, is championing In- 
dividuality at the same time that he 
condemns the student (or Ms lack of 
conventionalism. 

Analysis of îbe student's narrow 
activities elucidates this paradox. 
Confining his means of diversion ■ al- 
most entirely to the ordinary col- 
legiate recreation, the average college 
ma;n rarely attempts to interest him- 
self In attending good lectures, plays, 
concerts, or in reading good litera- 
ture. Ethel B.nrrymore, Sinclair Lew- 
l^ Will Durant, Edwin Slosson, 
Thornton Wilder, Carl Sandburg, 
Rockwell Kent, Fannie Hurst, Carlton 
Seals, Abbe DImnet, Lewis Browne, 
Ernest Toller, Jascha Heltetz, Josef 
Hoffman, Ethel Leglnska, Paul Robe- 
son and La Argentina, have .all bee'n 
In Pittsburgh during the past year. 
Probably fifty per cent- of the stu- 
dents were not aware of their pre- 
sence, while another largo percentage 
are unacquainted wKh Important 
names on the list. Not only is there 
lack of knowledge of contemporary 
cultural events, but the field ot liter- 
ature .'is also largely unoxplored. It 
la not unusual for a student to admit 
that he dislikes poetry, that he never 
reads much, aside from "light stuff," 
that he ha» heard ot Trackeray and 
of Byron, but has never read any of 
their, 'works. The statements are sel- 
dom made apologetically. Often times, 
a good deal of laughiriB comment is 
passed upon the person who does 
read "deep stuff," enjoys good poetry, 
attends lectures and sees Theater 
Guld productions In^ten.1 of movies. 
It Is ''being done," the fellows accept 
such an attitude, and one succumbs 
to 'the wishes of the majority. 

What will a fair examination ot the 
reasons for the present trend ot nar- 
row Interests reveal? Arguments of 
lack of time, of money, or ot back- 
ground, cun all be refuted. At -least 
three hours of every wock-cnd o.tu be 
devoted to cultural pursuits; many 
ot the Interesting opportunities, such 
OS concerts, lectures and literature, 
can be taken advantage of without 
cost; eufflclcnt Interest in particular 
subjects can overcome Inlllal lack of 
understanding, for the interested ob 
server is led to inquiry, rescaroli, and 
leo,rnlng. 

Ultimately, one comes to the logical 
conclusion that the conventipnallani 
of tlie student Is tho truo cause for 
Ills narrow Intcreslf, A. ccrlain 
amount of surface knowlcdgo Is con 
sidcred sufficient by tho majority. It 
Is niuuli cosier to be like the ninjority 
than unliko the majority. Following 
Individual intorcsts calls for'un Inltl.i 
ungutded effort of which the student 
often feels himself uncapahlo. Ho 
lacks «clf-confliloncu In llio very fl'.'M 
in whicli that attitude wculd bii 
fruitful. Ho lacks individuality at the 
very lime when that chararlerlhtlc 
can be utilized with Impunity. Later, 
economic stress often necfssltaics 
the Eubmergenco of distinctive ideas 
and the opportunity for building tlic 
foundation of a broadened ' existcnco 
liait passed. 

It Is tho same principle which 
caused tho cinbairassment of Ihc 
youngster the first llmo lio wanted 
to Bay, "It is I," wlifcii Ills Companions 
were still saying, "It Is me." Con 
Eclougness of lilg error liroiiglil uhou: 
the .ileslrp to rectify Jt. Tlin dccislop 
to ignore the niclhods of t|io majority 
effecled the step ahead. Ciin ho niaUo 
the same effort' at college?

get their own way, and furthermore, 
how can a collego youth be a r.iman- 
Itlclst and at thé same fine think of 
the higher and subtler nnd more ab- 
struse phases of tho dlfferonllal cal- 
culus? Such are the .arguments ad- 
vanced; they, and others which will 
readily occur, must be famllla; to 
everyone.
